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STUDENTS PASS AMENDMENT 
WHICH CHANGES RESOLUTION 

Meeting of Society Yesterday Largely Attended All 

Phases of. Question Discussed Theatre Night 

Lauded by Hamilton Regrets Expressed of Death 

of Sir Thomas Roddick. 



Anothei very importun meeting of 
the Students' Society was held yester- 
day afternoon, ;ind considerable busi- 
ness was dealt with; the longest dis- 
cussion was in regard to the Athletic 
Governing Hoard, which had been pro- 
posed on Feb. 5, when the Society 
last met. The principal result of this 
discussion was that the Resolution 
drawn up previously was amended to 
such an extent that the students shall 
have more control in the circling of 
this Board. The amendment makes 
the resolution trad as follows: 

Resolved! That the Student!;' So- 
. ir.ty of McGill University recommend 
to the Standing Committee on Physi- 
cal Education of McGill University the 
formation of an "Athletic Governing 
Board" to control and administer all 
athletic monies of McGill University. 
Also that that portion of the univer- 
sal fee of each student, namely, $,?.0u, 
formerly expended by the Students' 
Council for athletic purposes, be in fu- 
ture transferred to the Athletic Gov- 
erning Board. 

Also; That the composition of the 
■-aid Athletic Governing lioard be js 
follows : — 

The Principal cx-officio. 

Three members of the Faculty, to 
be appointed by the Students' Council 
on recommendation of the Principal. 

Three graduates, to be appointed by 
the Students' Council on recommenda- 
tion of the Graduates' Society. 

The President of t lie Students' 
Council, and two members from the 
Students' Society, whom tin: Council 
have power to nominate. 

K. L. Hamilton, president of the 
Students' Council, was in the chair at 
(lie meeting, which was attended by 
an clitlnlsiu'slic audience of over a hun- 
dred and fifty. Numerous speakers 
were heard during the afternoon, and 
the students were given an opportunity 
to listen to a full discussion on both 
sides of every question. 

The minutes of the tonner meeting 
were read by C. D. Fraser, secretary 
of the Council, and were immediately 
adopted. Hamilton then carefully ex- 
plained the points of the first resolu- 
tion, lie had seen the Principal in 
the interim, and found what his opin- 
ion on the subject « .is. Sir Arthur 
had asked what power such a commit- 
tee would ha\e; for, as he said, "You 
can't have a committee in college deal- 
ing with college opinion unless it has 
some connection with the college." 
Therefore, it would he attached to the 
Department of Physical Education, 'but 
would nevertheless have the final sa) . 
Instead of it having three Faculty, 
three Graduates and three Students, 
the Principal expressed himself as be- 
ing rather in favoi ol the original re- 
solution. 

The meeting was then opened for 
discussion, and the subject lor consid- 
erable time was the composition of 
the Board. Amhridgc firtt asked wh.it 
the use was of passing these resolu- 
tions was before knowing exactly what 
Sir Arthur Currie would countenance; 
if every change in the resolution was 
to lake two weeks, things would ad- 
vance rather slowly. To this J. L. 
O'Brien added that any resolution 
passed to-day would still be. but an 
egression of ■ opinion, as the consti- 
tution of the Students' Counoil could 
not be changed in such an impromptu 
manner. 

D R . Anderson told of his' trip to 
Dartmouth, and of the way in which 
athletic, affairs were governed there; 
with three of the Faculty, three Gradu- 
âtes and three students (who were 
the captains of the major sport teams), 
their system somewhat parallels that 
suggested for hçrr. . The question 
was then raised as to whether ro. 0 p- 
eration with the Faculty would be 
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by the Principal, the director of the 
D. of P. E., the Bursar and one of 
the Faculty — which was what the or- 
iginal resolution called for. 

"Rog." McLagan advocated meeting 
the Principal half-way, if this could be 
done: he said that for four years the 
attitude had been one of fighting the 
Faculty, and a miserable failure had 
been registered. Then a practically 
new resolution was moved by Tid- 
marsh; which was the, one given above, 
except -that the two students elected 
would sit on the Students' Council. 

This resolution was seconded, but 
was immediately hotly contested; 
there was a lot of talking concerning 
what relation there would be between 
these two members and the. Students' 
Society if they did or did not sit on 
the Council. .. Tidmarsh gave several 
very justifiable reasons why these 
members should sit on the Council, 
with which others did not agree. 

After more discussion an amendment 
to the amendment was moved by J 
L. O'Brien, seconded and passed, viz., 
that the two student members should 
not sit on the Council, as it was al- 
ready rather cumbersome. This con- 
cluded the matter of the governing 
board for the meeting. 

The. next matter brought up by 
Hamilton was the McGill Theatre 
Night. He explained the general idea 
of the scheme for the benefit of those 
who had not heard much about il. 
The N'ight will be one big yearly func- 
tion in which the Faculty, the Gradu- 
ates, the R. V. C. and the under- 
graduates will all get together, lie 
announced that the Faculty had signi- 
fied their willingness Ici pu: on a short 
skit. Sir Arthur Currie. is giving his 
whole-hearted support to the proposal, 
and has sent a letter out to many of 
the ['acuity, in which he urged them 
to get behind the project. The en- 
thusiasm i-o far displayed on' all sides 
has been decihedly encouraging; nu- 
merous fraternities, classes and musi- 
cal organizations have offered their tal- 
ent, hut it has. been decided to put on 
the acts by Faculties, and the other 
smaller organizations can join in with 
them. In finishing this subject. 
"Hammy" asked for the complete sup- 
port of the undergraduates in this en- 
terprise, lie said that the St. Denis 
Theatre, where the show will bit held, 
holds 2600, and as there arc 2,700 un- 
dergraduates, full strength attendance 
will ensure success. 

Hamilton then told of receiving an 
indirect notification from Miss llurl- 
batt on the subject of the cuming Wo- 
men's Sports at the R. V. C. As is 
well known, the Intercollegiate Bas- 
ketball Lrague games will lake place 
on Thursday. Friday and Saturday 
evenings of this week; the Warden 
asked that' the men support these 
games as well as the co-eds do the 
men's athletics. However, she asked 
that, in deference to the players of 
the Royal Victoria College team, the 
men should not give the R. V. C. yell 
in a feminine voire. This announce- 
ment was greeted with much applause. 

In speaking of the .coming elections, 
Hamilton suggested that those which 
could be gone . through, with .at the 
regular time, should be. As a result 
of the possibility of a change in the 
constitution, the athletic members in 
the Council may be abolished, and 
O'Brien nioved that their election 
should be postponed for two weeks. 
This will give time for the Athletic 
Foard matter to be settled, and some- 
thing definite arrived at. 

McLagan then brought up the mat- 
ter of the arrangements being made 
with Graduates to get support in 
football, which is mentioned else- 
where in this issue. Ambridge further 
explained this, and spoke of the sug- 
gested training house, to which refer-

An interesting meeting of the Psycho 
logical Society took place in Strathcona 
Hall last night at which Prof. I. Mac- 
Kay discussed a* lengtli the. relation of 
"sense of. motion" to the science of psy- 
chology for the benefit of his audience. 
The minutes of the List meeting were 
read by the secretary, Woodhouse, and 
were readily adopted by the members 
present. 

Prof. Mac.Kay commenced by speaking 
upon the lecture system of teaching a 
subject, so much in use now, saying that 
it had been run 'to ground; that the de- 
sired results were not being obtained by 
this method, and tliat as an absolutely 
efficient means of leaching a science it 
was a failure. A lecture consists of an 
essay, containing certain knowledge, read 
aloud to a listening audie.nrc who's 
minds do not secure the same, concentra- 
tion upon the subject that they would 
if the essay were read individually. 
Their attention is distracted by their 
roving eyes and the many other ways in 
which one's attention is taken away 
from a lecture. "Education is a mat- 
ter of sources and sidelights,". the 
sources arc (he actual facts enunciated, 
while the sidelights ree the structure of 
the lecture and theform which contains 
the sources. The only rccpiisite for 
knowledge ut a subject are the facts 
known about, it, therefore the sidelights 
arc unnecessary. He concluded on this 
by yaying that the proper method of 
learning a science is by reading and 
studying it and not by listening to lec- 
tures. 

Prof. MaeKay then spoke about a few 
of the fundamental principles of psycho- 
logy, one of which was that all consci- 
ousness and all conditions have their be- 
ginning with the sense of cspericiicc. 
Every conscious action or thought is the 
reaction of sense experience. This sense 
experience precedes every intuition, idea, 
or feeing we ha\e: it precedes all know- 
ledge and. is the creative element in all 
conscious acts. Secondly, all conscious- 
ness leads to conduct. The sense ex- 
perience creates the consciousness and 
this in turn produces conduct. All ima- 
gination, and, in fact, the complete run 
of mind and subsequent action arc gov- 
erned in this manner. The next prin- 
cipal was that the simplest form of 
sense experience, is something moving 
across a smooth surface. This last be- 
ing merely a creation of the imagination 
for the purpose of explaining the subject, 
and having no practical application. The 
fact that all consciousness is personal 
was next gone into; by this is meant that 
our beings are individual, that there is no 
such a thing as spiritual communication, 
or reading of mind, or any such thing. 
"Your consciousness is yours, and mine 
is mine," -briefly conveys the idea. There 
is a co-operation of thought, ronduct, 
work and action. Words also are merely 
preliminary and personal touch is ob- 
tained through conduct. 

Next came the sense of orientation, 
which every individual has. It is sim- 
ply that no one can help building up the 
world and universe about him, from his 
point of view and from the particular 
position he occupies in life. "We do not 
place ourselves as being in the universe,

"This is the best undergraduate ban- 
quet that I have ever attended," said 
Prof. C. M. McKergow, in answer- 
ing the toast to "Our Guests," a/t the 
fifth annual Dental Dinner which was 
held last night by the Dental Under- 
graduate Society at the Mount Royal 
Hotel, and this seemed to be the gen- 
eral concensus ol opinion among the 
large number ol potential dentists 
present. The committee in charge of 
the arrangements of t.hc banquet had 
spared no pains to inaké the affair 
truly representative of the dental pro- 
fession, both in its collegiate and its 
professorial aspect, and the guests ol 
honour included not only such distin- 
guished persons as Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie, Dean Thornton, of Dentistry, Dean 
Armstrong, of Medicine, Dean Laing, 
of Arts, and several members of the 
professoriate of various faculties, but 
also many prominent dentists 'practis- 
ing in the city, and representatives | 
from the Universities of Montreal and 
Toronto. 

fhe first toast of the evening, that 
to "The King,"' was proposed by A. 

MacMillau, president of the Dental 
Society, who very ably, though bibu- 
lonsly officiated as chairman, and suc- 
ceeded in delivering some of the most 
brilliant of ipapy "bons mots" which 
were the feature of an evening of fine 
after-dinner oratory and wit. 

The toast to our "Alma Mater." 
which was proposed by C. Morris, 
was responded to by the Principal in 
a short address of moving eloquence 
on the topic of loyalty to ones' uni- 
versity. Speaking particularly to the 
graduating class. Sir Arthur pointed 
out that in the future, among the most 
cherished memories of youth are those 
which arc connected with the activi- 
ties and friendships of college days. He 
hoped that at that time it* would be 
found that the university had given to 
its graduates an attitude of mind, an 
instinct of loyalty and devotion to an 
ideal. There is a close connection. 
Principal Currie pointed out, between 
loyalty to one's Alma Mater, and loy- 
alty to all that is best in national life. 
But college loyally, like virtue, is to 
be taken for granted; its possession is 
no credit to the. possessor, but its lack- 
is highly to be commended. 

In regard to present conditions in 
undergraduate athletic, activities, Sir 
Arthur had a few weighty words. Al- 
though roobing, he srlated, is not to be 
despised as an expression of loyalty, 
playing is a far greater one. Stu- 
dents who were trained for football, 
he had. been told, from their first year

THE POOR REFEREE 

Referees are human and therefore not 
infallible, and referees have been known 
upon occasion to deliberately "sell" a 
game; however, such cases arc much 
more infrequent than the booing at re- 
cent basketball matches would seem to 
indicate. The tendency to yell when and 
what one's neighbor yells is an interest 
ing phase of mob psychology. 

Few spectators seem to realize that the 
notably thankless job of referee is not 
usually sought after, that few intcrcollc 
gialc basketball referees retire on the 
lavish honorarium received for their ser- 
vices, that a referee is right in the game 
not in the gallery or on the side lines 
that he generally has more than the su- 
perficial knowledge of the average spec- 
tator; in short, that the chances arc all 
for his decisions being superiur to tiiat 
of an excited crowd." When it is un for 
innately, necessary to select a rHe.'ecwJ'o 
is of necessity in sympathy with the home 
team if is to his credit that he ;nn gi\c 
the visitors the benefit of '!ic doubt- 
always. 

To "razz" a referee who is deliberately 
stealing a game is much too humane, but 
to apply the same treatment to a man 
who is doing his best to be fair, is un- 
just and ill-advised. In addition to 
sending visitors away with a bad taste 
it adds to the difficulty of the. referee's 
task and increases the possibility of er- 
rors. We wouldn't say never razz a re- 
feree but "well — liardly ever!" — Queen's 
University Journal.

In discussing the question 
of raising money he appealed to the un- 
dergraduates to show concrete interest in 
Rtving donations ; it had been suggested 
that the different undergraduate societies 
each subscribe money, but he thought that 
the giving ought to be individually, as in 
this way alone could every man conic to 
feel an tiitcrc.-t in the team. And lie 
therefore asked that the meeting should 
do something in tl\c_way of voting money. 

As a result of this appeal Brewer 
moved ih.it the meeting go on record as 
being in favor of supporting the pro- 
portion of obtaining a training-house, 
and Suis was seconded by Bert Trcmainc. 
who also declared himself to be heartily 
in accord with the move. 

From this action it wa-j seen that the

not. But the practical men of the busi- 
ness world, can see the advantages of 
contacts with problems which arc brought 
about by outside work. 

Many contacts would never be made 
and many situations would never be met 
by the young men and women before go- 
ing out into the world from colleges >f 
they had not participated in campus ac- 
tivities or h-id not been employed during 
their leisure hours. Men and women 
graduates often attribute their success 
in their lines of work to the experience

The nature of finger-prints as a means 
of identification was. the subject of an 
address given by Professor Whitnall to 
the Osier Society at its regular monthly 
meeting on Tuesday, February 20th. 

With 'he aid of lantern slides Dr. 
Whilaiall showed the fallacies of récogni- 
tion by this means.. More, particularly the. 
faults of tin: (.'holograph were, elicited. 

In a short history of the subject the 
spea.ker showed how Bcrlillon had first, 
attempted to introduce a method of iden- 
tification by means of certain measure- 
ments of the head, trunk, extremctics, 
etc. Then the. discovery of finger-prints 
and the proof of their persistence from 
birth to death, lead Galton to add to the 
already existing system. The landmark? 
he used were what he desctibed as "ends, 
forks, islands and enclosures." 

The. structure of these ridges em the 
fingers was described by Dr. Whitnall. 
They are formed only on surfaces that 
are used for grasping or clutching ob- 
jects, and arc the. result of the fusion of 
the raised outlets of sweat glands- The 
surface (1m* is to be grasped is therefore 
moistened somewhat before it is jci/i-d 
and the grip made more seeure. 

In conclusion, the identification of cer- 
tain criminals by means of finger-prints 
was shown by the speaker. It is re- 
ported that in Ol.fl'H cases in Scotland 
Yard not one. error had been made. 

The second paper of Ihr evening was 
rod by Mr. A. K'. Ge.ddes. His subject 
was "Medicine in Shakespeare," and in a 
most excellent style the references to 
medicine that occur in Shakespeare's 
plays were assembled. A brief resume 
was given of the status of medicine in 
Shakespeare's day and of the various 
portrayals that the dramatist has given 
of -the different inspects of the profes- 
sion. The medical characters that occur 
throughout the plays were described aaid 
then Shakespeare's references to medi- 
cine were, discussed under the headings 
of Anatomy. Physiology and Pathology, 
Medicine, Neurology. Venereal Diseases 
Midwifery, Theraupeutics tuid Toxi- 
cology. Every one of Shakespeare^ 
thirty-nine dramas contain references to 
medicine, Tn nine of them, medical 
characters figure and an immense num 
ber of medical and surgical diseases are 
mentioned, and many arc described with 
an accuracy and detail that is remark- 
able when the ilimrtrd knowledge of me- 
dical science enjoyed in Shakespeare's 
day is considered. 

Some discussion followed, and a very 
instructive evening was terminated after 
refreshments were served.
